What then? ſhall 
we ſin becauſe we are not under the law, but 
under grace? far be it from us! know ye 
not that t whom ye preſent your ſelves ſervants 
to abedience, his ſervants ye are to whom ye 
Pay obedience, whether of ſin unto death, or 
4 of obedience unto righteouſneſs? _ 

But thanks be to God that ye were the ſer- 
vants of fin, that ye have obeyed from the 
heart that form of inſtruction that was deli- 
vered you, that being freed from ſin, ve are 


become the /ervants of righteouſneſs : human- 


ly II ſpeak, becauſe of the weakneſs of your 
HMleſh; as ye then have preſented your mem 
bers as ſervants to uncleanneſs, even from one 
tranſgreſſion to another, ſo now preſent your 
members ſervants to righteouſneſs unto ſanc- 
tification, for when ye were the ſervants of 
fin, ye were at large from righteouſneſs | 


what fruit had ye then from thoſe things of 


| which ye are now aſhamed ? for the end of

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| theſe things is death but now being et . 
from ſin and become ſervants of God, 
have your fruit unto holineſs, and the md, * 


eternal life! for the wages paid by ſin is death, 


but the donation given by God is life eternel,

Know ye not, brethren, for to thoſe who 
know the law I ſpeak, that the law hath do- 
minion over a man ſo long as it hath exiſt- 
ence? even as the married woman is bound 
by a law to her huſband while he lives, but 
if her huſband be dead ſhe is diſcharged from 
the law of her husband; therefore if during 
the life of her husband, ſhe accompanies with 
another man, ſhe ſhall be decreed an adulte- 
*7eſs ; but if her husband be dead, ſhe then is 
free from the law, ſo that ſhe is not an adul- 
tereſs, though married to another man. 


Thus ye alſo, my brethren, are become

means of what was good, to the end that, thro' 
tbe medium of the commandment, fin becom 
ing conſpicuous, might appear ſuperlatively 
ſinful, for we know that the law is /þiritual,

I do! now if what I w:// not, that I do, I 


conſent unto the law that it is good. NOW 


then, it is no longer I myſelf that do it, but

There is therefore ow no condemnation 


to thoſe who are in Chriſt Jeſus, viz. to thoſe 
who walk not after the fleſh, but after the 


ſpirit, for the law of the ſpirit 9 life in Chriſt 
Teſus, hath freed me from the law of ſin and 


death, for what it was impoſſible for the law 


to effect, in that it was weak through the
